Legal Interpretation 


Of Permanent Building | 


The opinion of the Court .as to the legal inter- 


pretation to be attached to 


the phrase “buildings of 


a permonent character” in Section 18 (j) of the Land- 


lord and Tenant Ordinance, 


1947, was given by Mr 


Justice Gould in the Supreme Court this morning in a 
case between the Impcrial Chemical Industries (China) 
Ltd. and Fook Wo Lee, of Great George Street, Cause- 


way Bay. 


The Imperial Chemical Indus- 
tries asked n Tenancy Tribunal 
for an eviction order against the 
Fook Wo Lee. . After hearing 
the arguments by Counsel for 
the respective parties and evi- 
dence adduced, the Tribunal 
decided to ask the Court for a 
ruling ‘on a case stated before 
giving their decision on the 


application. 

Mr H. Capstick (Deacons) repre- 
sented the applicants, and Mr M, A. 
do Silva was for the opponents. 

Giving his decision, Mr Justice 
Gould sald: : 

‘This Is a case stated by a tenancy 
cltribunal under section 28 (5) of the 
Landlord & Tenant Ordinance, .1947, 
asking for the opinion of the Court 
as to the legal interpretation to be 
attached to the phrase “buildings of 
a permanent character” in section 
18 (J) of the Ordinance. 

The application before the Tri- 
bunal fs one for eviction of a tenant 
under the sub-section ond the 
bullding in question is a godown 
bullt of granite using Ime-mortar, 
and with a china ‘tile roof and 
wooden trusses. It occupics the 
greater portion of the land in ques- 
tion, which fs held by the opponent 
on a monthly tenancy, The bulld- 
Ing is about 10 years old and js in 
need of repair. 

__The_Tribunal__ decided that_ the 
bullding could be classified as a 
permanent building under the. re- 
levant sections of the . Buildings 
Ordinonce, 1035, but were in doubt 
os to whether that was suMicient to 
fulfll the requirements of section 18 

) of the Lundlord &. Tenant Or- 

inance, 1947. 


NOTES WELL TAKEN 
The case stated ts not Jn proper 
form but the Tribunal’s notes have 
been very‘ well taken and the points 
“to be decided are sufficiently plain. 


From the case stated, it appears 
that there are three points of law. 
upon which the Tribunal requires 
direction to enable it to come to a 
decision. 

1. Whether {t is proper to have 
regard to the requirements of the 
Buildings Ordinance, 1935, as to a 
permanent building. It is to be 
noted in the first place that the 
Buildings Ordinnnce does not ac- 
tually define a permanent building, 
but only requires in section 12 that 
ft be bullt of certain’ matertals. It 
would not be imposstble to bulld a 
temporary building in one of those 
materials, . 

The other provisions as to such 
matters as construction, thickness 
and height of walls, depth of foun- 
dations etc., are standard require- 
ments of ‘nil--sgve what. are refer- 
red to as “exceptional” buildings, 
and such standard requirements 
must obviously be intended to pro- 
vide for permanent buildings. 

if therefore a Tribunal finds that 
any particular building ‘complics 
with section 12 and with those stan- 
dard requirements, that is evidence 
to which the Tribunal may have 
regard as tending to show’ “per- 
manent character” for the purposes 
of section 18 (}) of the Landlord and 
Tenant Ordinance, 1947. It is not 
conclusive evidence ond must bo 
considered with any other relevant 
circumstance and in conjunction 
with the nature, purpose and type 
of-the-building,~ as -1~have--airendy 
pointed out in discussing the word 
“developed.” 

2. Wheiher the fact that the 
tenancy was a monthly one is 
evidence of non-permanent charac- 
fer. The answer to this ts in the 
negative. A monthly tenont may 
be less Nkely to build permanent 
buildings than a tenant for a term 
of years but the Tribunal must 
base its decision on whot has in 
fact been done on the land fn 
question. 


The phase “buildings of a perma- 
nent character” has not been de- 
fined In the Ordinance, and I do 
not deem it advisable to’ attempt to 
Iny down any gencral rules but will 
confine myself to determining such 
points as are neccessary to declde 
the cnse before the Tribunal. 

. is necessary, however, 
to say that the phrase in question 
must be construed in conjunction 
with the remainder of the sub- 
section, particularly as part of the 
larger phrase “land which has not 
been developed by the erection . of 
buildings of a permancnt character.” 
The word “developed” is important 
and may in future cases -involve 
questions ‘of degree or extent. For 
example, if a tenant put a small
